sponsibility for the paym ent of th e 
processing tax when he sells pork 
products

has been announced by the A gri­ 
culture A djustm ent adm inistration. 
U nder th e original interpretation, 
the actual killing of th e hogs for 
sale or exchange was interpreted as 
the "first dom estic processing" and 
farm ers who killed their own hogs 
were liable for the tax even though 
they sold th e carcasses to m eat 


dealers. 
Tile re-deflnition tra n sfe rs 
to com m ercial handlers all liability 
for paym ent of the processing tax 
w ith respect to hog products derived 


horn hogs slaughtered by producers 
and feeders. 


T h is m ust n o t be confused, how - 
ever, w ith th e practice so com m on 
in P ennsylvania, of farm ers selling 
pork and pork products directly to 
the consum er. 
In this case, no tax 
is required to be paid by th e p ro ­ 
ducer who slaughters his own hogs 
an d w ho sells to or exchanges d i­ 
rectly 
with 
consum ers, 
not m ore 
th a n 300 pounds of the products d e ­ 
rived therefrom during any m a r­ 
keting year. 
If he sells not more th a n 1,000 
pounds, directly to consum ers h e is 
liable for the tax only on th e volum e 
sold in excess of the exem ption of 
300 pounds. 
If th e producer sells m ore th a n 
1,000 pounds of the products derived 
from his own hogs, during any m a r­ 
k eting year, he loses th is exem ption 
an d is liable for the tax on all hogs 
slaughtered, of which th e p roducts 
were sold direct to consum ers. 
In determ ining the to ta l am o u n t 
of th e tax th e weight of th e p ro d ­ 
ucts sold are restored to a live- 
w eight basis. 
T he rate of th e ta x 
is $2.25 per hundred weight.
